An audience that filled the Cariand 
theatre to the doors attested the popu- 
tar interest in the subject of vaecelna- 


tion before the People’s Forum last 
night he leading speaker was Dr 
Raymond ©. Ghostley, and his sub- 


ject was ‘Vaccination a Scientific De- 
lusion.” In opening, Dr. Ghostley re- 
ferred to the action of the Calgary 
School Board in appointing a commit- 
tee to investigate the question of com- 
pulsory Vaccination and report to the 
coming session of the provincial legis- 
lature, with a view to modifying the 
present law on the subject. He quoted 
stutistics to show that millions have 
suffered worse things than small pox 
of diseased virus,
